Fire Takes Lives 
In S. F. Night Club— 

A_ drape was ignited 
mediately the night club, caught 
when revelry was at its tipsy 
height, became an _ inferno of 
flames. There was a stampede for 
the narrow door. Weaker ones fell 
and were trampled on—or left be- 
hind to burn to death. Four died. 
Twelve were injured. 

Just a few hours before this 
shocking tragedy occurred _ last 
week in San Francisco, State Sena- 
tor Ralph Swing was telling about 
the new alcoholic beverage control 
act his senate investigating com- 
mittee, after a year of study, has 
approved for California to vote on 
in the general election. 

“One of the most important pro- 
visions of the new act,” he said, 
“will enable local alcoholic bever- 
age boards, composed of city coun- 
cils and boards of supervisors, to 
make recommendations on the is- 
suance of licenses and to summar- 
ily suspend existing licenses... .” 

Fire traps are of course the con- 
cern of fire departments. But it is 
not likely that any city council, 
knowing local conditions, would 
recommend permitting alcoholic 
beverages to be consumed on fire- 
trap premises. In all probability 
the ill-fated night club would never 
have had a license. 

Tragedy is a stern teacher, and 
has taught a grim lesson. Let's 
hope the whole state has learned 
something from it, and may profit 
accordingly.

Statistical data seems to make it 
quite clear that tne western world 
is committing slow suicide by cur- 
tailment of the birth rate. On the 
other hand, oriental peoples, with 
lower social and economic stand 
ards, continue to grow 

A recent associated press dis- 
patch from Tokio quotes the gov 
ernment statistics bureau as an- 
nouncing the margin of births over 


deaths for 1935 was in excess of 
1,000,000. 

In five vears Japan has gained 
.4,801,255, her official census for 
4985 being 69,251,260. 

More than anything else, this 
population -gain- aceounts for the 


rapid rise of Japanese industry and 
the national expansion policy which 
threatens markets deemed secure | 
for western nations for centuries. 

Like the Japanese, Americans 
were until fairly recently a fertile 
people. In the years prior to 1880 
our birth rate was between 35 and 
40 per 1,000 people. Now it has 
dropped to about 18 for the nation 
per 1,000, On the Pacifie coast it is 
but 18. 


We Need Regulations 
In Prison System— 

Few will argue the point that 
California's prison system has been 
permitted to lapse to the point of 
becoming a disgrace to the state. 
It is true there have been exten- 
uating circumstances, what with 
depression, lack of money, and 
more numerous convictions for 
crime. 

But excuses cannot alter the fact 
that we're coming smack up ayainst 
a crisis in prison affairs that must 
be met with intelligent action. 

More than six thousand men 
packed like cattle in a place meant | 
for 38000! Thirty-nine men _ living 

‘yon floor space the size of a small 
bungalow! And the whole huge 
prison a keg of restless dynamite. 

James B. Holohan, retired now 
after eight and a half years as | 
warden, has presented a five-point 
plan for an adequate California 
system. His basic theory is that 
rehabilitation should be stressed, 
that the rotten apples should be} 
separated from those only bruised, 
who might be regenerated. 

First he would have prison farms 
for youthful first offenders, where | 
they could work in the open and 
learn cleaner ways. He would limit 
San Quentin to 2500 men. He 
would reserve Folsom only for the 
most incorrigible, dangerous crim- 
inals. He would have a separate in- 
stitution for the criminally insane 
and feeble-minded. He would triple 
the number of men being rehabil- 
itated in road camps. 

Many* will of course disagree in 
some way with the program. But 
no one will deny we must have a 
program, and soon. Every respon- 
sible citizen in the state should be 
putting in some serious thought on 
this prison problem.

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IGNORING PROBLEM OF UNEMPLOYMENT 


As long as congress fails to pass an effective law, pro 
viding for a shorter workday and a shorter work wesk, 


our national lawmakers are neglecting to do that which 
would accomplish more in the direction of solving the 
problem of unemployment than everything else that con- 
gress has done thus far towards the solution of this press- 
ing problem. 

Much has been said in lawmaking circles about the 
value and necessity of establishing a shorter workday. In 
the NRA provision was even made for making such a 
shorter workday a reality. For years the A. F. of L. has 
made its demand for a six-hour day and a five-day week 
ring throughout the nation. 
admitting the necessity for it. 
and education for a shorter workday little or no progress 
has been made in this direction the NRA was 
declared unconstitutional. 


Even before the NRA was outlawed by a supreme 
court decision the progress made in shortening the work: 
day was almost neglible. The result was that unemploy- 
ment continued to flourish and is still so prevalent that it 
remains one of the most acute problems of our day. This 
has been so evident for years that public relief, for those 
who have been out of work, 
outstanding activities of our government.

Yet, with all the money which has been doled out for 
relief of unemployed people, little or 
accomplished in the direction of actually solving the prob 
lem of unemployment. this is that no 
matter how much may be doled out to unemployed work 
ers such relief, as may be provided in such cases, is merely 
temporary and cannot last longer than funds so appro- 
priated hold out. When relief funds are used up such 
workers, as may have been helped by them, will again 
be forced into the ranks of the unemployed. 
happens the problem of unemployment becomes as acute 
as ever.

On the other hand, if congress had passed a six-hour 
law at any time since the present administration secured 
control it would have put approximately four hundred 
people to work where three hundred are employed now. 
Hence this principle extended to the thirty million peo 
ple, who are credited with working now, would put forty 
million to work, if the six-hour day were generally estab 
lished. That would be a permanent contribution towards 
solving the problem of unemployment. Jen million peo- 
ple now idle or on charity would thus be put to work and 
that is such a large percentage of the total unemployed 
at the present time that further governmental relief could 
be dispensed with for a long time to come. 

Yet COngress has not passed any effective six-hour 
law yet. 
there is also talk of some sort of legislation for shorter 
workdays and five-day work weeks. But as long as no 
effective six-hour law is passed congress is simply ignor 
ing the problem of unemployment and refusing to try to 
even partially solve it. All the relief doles handed the 
unemployed may and do provide relief for the time being 
but they are only temporary and as soon as the funds 
are gone, the problem of unemployment becomes as acute 
as ever. 

Congress should have acted long ago, but even acting 
now would be better than entirely passing up this tre- 
mendously important proposed legislation. ‘This prob- 
lem should be recognized and faced at the present session 
of congress. In many ways and for numerous reasons the 
six-hour day law and its five-day week companion pro- 
posal is the most important legislation now pending be- 
fore congress. It should by all means be enacted before 
congress adjourns.

There is plenty of misinformation being peddled by 
those who are anxious to defeat the Ralston ‘Tax Relief 
amendment. Among the rawest and the least unfounded 
is the claim that adoption of the Ralston amendment will 
do a little of evil things which it will not do at all but 
which is taking place right now at such an alarming rate 
that thinking people should take notice.
